Whence this Author concludes, that the faid Jefuite alluring

one to be wrought, of 150 Parifsan feet; which though it pro¬ 
ved none of the beft, yet he d@ (pairs not to make good ones of 
that, and of far greater Length.

AuzoutV Anitnadverpons thereon . 


T he other part of this french Trahl, concerning Campani % An- 
fwer, and Mr.Au^eut his Reflections thereon,begins with the pre¬ 
tended Shadows of the Ring upon Saturn,and ot Saturn upon the 
j^Mg.Concerning which, the faid Campani declareth, that he ne¬ 
ver believed them to be//W<m>/ ) made by the Pjng upon the Disf 
of Saturn, or by the body of Saturn upon thei^mg.but thefijmms 
of thefe bodies, which being unequally Luminous.did fliew thefe 
appearances, L, which Explication, forasmuch as it represents, 
that the fa/d Campani meant to note only the Inequality of the 
Light, which, he faith, his GlafTes did difeover, Mr. Auzout'doe s 
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fo for acquiefce, that he only wifhes,that his own GlafTes would 
jbew him thofe differences. Next to the Obje&ion, made by 
Monfieur Auput, againft Signor Campani , touching the Propor¬ 
tion of the Length of the King to its breadth , Campani rcplyeth, 
that the Glaffes of Monfieur Aueputfihev/ not all the particulars, 
that his do, and therefore are unfic for determining the true 
Figure and breadth of the apparent Ellipfis of the King. To 
which M.- 4 «^fla£rejoyns, that he is dii’pleafed at hisbeingde- 
ftitute of betcer Glallesibut that it will be very hard for the fu¬ 
ture to convin ceCampani touching the Proportion of theRing,fewg 
that the breadth of the Ellipfis is always diminifhing, although, 
if the declination of the King remains always the fame, one 
can at alltimes know,which may have been its greateft breadth. 
But he affures } thac the breadth of the Kfing is not the half of its 
length,and that it doth notfpread out fomuch beyond Saturn's 
Body,as he hath alleged. And withal defirs to know,what can be 
anfwered by Sig. Campanil :o M. Hagens,who being perfuaded, 
that theDeclinatiou of the Ring is not above 23 deg. 30' having 
feen the King to fpread out above the Body of Saturn, con¬ 
cludes, in a Letter to M. Auput, that the length of the Ring t is 
more than treble the Diameter of Saturn's body,which,according 
to Campani, \s only as about 67 to 31. Which difference yet dos 
not appear to M. Aucput to be fo great; but thatM, Hugens per¬ 
haps will impute it to the Optical reafon, which he [Auipui) hath 
alleged of the Advance of the light upon the obfeure fpace, 
although he is ofOpinion.he fhoula not have concluded fogreat 
a Length, if he had not feen the Breadth fpread out more, than 
he hath done: for ( faith be ) if the Length of the King be to 
the body of Saturn, as to j. and the Inclination be 23 deg. 3 o' 
the Ring will be juft as large,as the body, without fpreading outs 
but if the King be bigger.it will a little fpread out; and if it were 
treble.it muft needs fpread out the half of its breadth, which 
hath not fo appeared to him. 

Further, to M. Aurput's change of Opinion,and believing, that 
the Advance or Sally, feen by him in Jupiter , was the fttadorv of 
one of his Moons,Campani declares, that he would not have him 
guilty.of that change : Whereupon M* Aucput wonders, why 
Camp ant then hath not marked it in his Figure ; and would glad- 
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lyknowjwhether that Sally bemore eafie to difcover, than the 
jbadorvs of the satellites , which Campani believs, Au^put hath not 
feen j and whether he be aflured,that thofe obfcure parts,which 
he there diftingutlhes, donotchaoge : for if they fliould not 
change,th- n Jupiter would not turn about his Axis, which yet,he 
faith, it doth, according to the Obfervation made by Mr. HooJ^, 
May 9 1664. inferted in the firft papers ofthefe TranfaBions. 
The full Diicovery of which particular alfo he makes to be a 
part of CaJJhri 1 and Campania work, feeing that they fo diftin<ft. 
ly fee the inequalities 111 th z Belts, and fee alfo fometimes other 
Spots befides the Jbadorvs of the Satellites : where he exhorts 
all the Curious, that have the convenieucy of obferving, to en¬ 
deavor the difcovery of a matter of that importance, which 
would prove one of the great Analogies for the Earth's Motion.
